In all these mailers my (ioternment has succeeded. It is 
our intention to develop this /tolicy stilt further, just lis lev 
intend lo reduce taxation still further at soon as if is safe 
lo do so; and to salve industrial problems by removing the 
CA.VSBS of unrest. 

If I were politically dishonest, if my only concern were to 
remain in office, nothing would be easier than to tome before, 
the electors with an nrrny i>f glittering promises, f refuse 
to do so; not because I do not believe thai a great future 
lies before the nu n and women of iitstrnlia, but because I 
believe thai the trust and confidence of the Australian people 
is essential to sound leadership, U ithimt that fr«s( uud 
confidence no ilovernment can snecei'd. The greatest 
election promise I can mahe is that I trill honour your con- 
fidence, that my tiovernment will continue to do its utmost 
for every section of the community."
